MEMORANDUM 

New Delhi, the 17 th August 1971 

S.R.O. 392-A. — Regarding recruitment to Class III ministerial — non-Gazetted 
posts (Lower Division Clerk) in the Directorate General, Ordnance Factories in 
the Ministry of Defence has been made operative with effect from the 4th May, 1965 
for the reason that these rules were framed and followed from that date. Having 
regard to the requirement of work, a few posts were filled on an ad-hoc basis and 
the candidates were clearly informed that they were liable to be replaced by UPSC 
qualified candidates, who could only fill such posts in accordance with the Recruit- 
ment Rules. These candidates have also been advised to qualify at the UPSC 
Clerks’ Grade Examination at the earliest in their own interest. Accordingly, it 
may be stated that by reason of retrospective operation of these rules the interests 
of no one would be prejudicially affected.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other
